from Senator C. O. Andrews 

The bill has gone to President 
Roosevelt for his approval. As the 
president is known.to bean en- 
thusiastic supporter of the estab- 
lishment of the nation's oüly 
sible tropical national par, his 
approval is assured. 

The -bill for the establishment 
of thc Everglades National Park 
was sponsored in the House by 
Représentative Mark Wilcox and 
in the Senate by Senators Pepper 
and Andrews.

As is perfectly natural when 
any new beverage has such a 
vogue, everyone has taken a shot 
at making varíations of it. Some 
people just drink the juice of 
canned tomatoes, and.save the 
vegetables themselves fos use in 
other dishes. Others prefer the 
prepared tanned tomato juices 
with seasoning added. Still others 
try to paint the lily, and concoct 
combinations of tomato julce and 
other ingredients. .Tomato juice 
is a beverage of which you do not 
tire, but it is Interesting to know 
how some people have tried to 
vary it., Here are a few examples.
